o Departments will have to report outcomes
o Title IV-E will now require that departments have a plan for promoting safe and stable
families, and to outreach to and engage families. Complex Care Regional Collaborative:
Between Riverside and San Bernardino County includes Behavior Health, Probation
Departments, and Child and Family Services from both counties.
